LONDOK, D«o. 97.— A ipeolal diapatch 
from Shanghai sajs: "It ia reported 
that 17 Britiah warships are off Che- 
mvlpot OONft, Kmthwwt of Scool. rap* 
porting the British connnl's protest, 
really amounting to an oltimatam 
■gallut the Unf'i pnotloally yielding 
the (TovernmeDt of Corea into the hands 
of the Rnsaian minister. The protest 
it spceially directed against the dismis- 
sal of McLeavy Brown, British adyisei 
to the Coreui onstoms, in favor of the 
Russian nominee. The news has pro- 
dnced consternation at Seonl, which in 
heifrhtened by the knowledge that Ja- 
pan has a fleet of iiO warshipe awaiting 
the remit of the BiltMi lepcesentatiou 
that Japan fully snpports. Japan is 
irritated by the arrival of Russian 
troops in Oore* and it is believed that 

she will oppose them." 

According to advices from Tokio, 
Japan has offered to assist the officers 
at Pckiii in drillinipr thi^ Cliiiicse army 
and to consent to a postponement of the 
war indemnity. Many of the viceroys 
and Pekin officials favor the proposal. 

According to a dispatch to The Dally 
Mail from Shanghai, it is rop:rted 
there, from reliable soorcee, that a Brit- 
ish fbroe landed at Ohemnlpo on Satur- 
day and caused the reinstatement of 
MoLeavy Brown. The same dispatch 
refers to "A natire rumor that the 
Union Jack has been hoisted nn an 
island in the month of the river Yaug- 
Tse-Kiang. 
Tho Pekin correspondent ,of The 
^Times says : '*The goremment refuses 
^o place till' Dikin under foreign control 
as security for the loan proposed by the 
Hong-Kong and Shanghai bank, and 
asserts that unless tho loan is procur- 
able without this condition arrange- 
ments will forthwith be made for a 
Russian guaranteed 4 per cent loan of 
one hundred million taels, to be issned 
at 08 net. 

"The secority would be the land tax 
which would remain onder Chinese ad- 
ministration. China in return wonld 
give Russia a monopoly of the railroads 
north of the great wi^, open a port as 
a term'nns of a railway (trans- Siberian) 
and would agree that a Russian should 
succeed Sir Robert Hart as director of 
Chinese imperial maritime ciutoms. If 
these conditions sboold be pefmitted, 
British trade intereste woold snlfer se- 
verely." 

The Shanghai correspondent of The 

Times says: "The sloop Phcmix sailed 
Sunday under orders to join the British 
squadron. The utmost secrecy is pre- 
served with regard to the latter's move- 
ments, but gossip hero itnggests that its 
deetinatton is Ta-Lien-Waa."

By a strange coincidence Mr. Jarvis, 
the woman's husband, who had been 
suffering from cnnsnmption, died in the 
workhouse iuiiniiuiy yesterday after- 
noon witbont having heard of the dis- 
aster. 

Mrs. Jarvis earned a scant living by 
making matchboxes, and her rooiiis 
were filled with inflammable materiaL

AsBEViLLE, N. O., Dec. 87.— A crowd 
of 100 or more men and beys wete firing 
a Ohfietmae salnte from an old cannon 
oa tha ioatlktrti of town Saturday when 
a can ef M poandi of powder exploded 
in tha tUok of the crowd. Thirty or 
forty pertons were injured, but none 
fatally. 

The cannon was fired several times 
and then Joseph Finch, an employe of 
the Southern Railway company, picked 
up the powder can and began to reload 
the piece. The gnu bad not been swab- 
bed, and the moment the tiny stream of 
powder struck the heated metal there 
was a flash and the powder exploded 
with a report that made the earth trem- 
ble, A moment later there was a scene 
that made sick the hearts of those 
watching from a nearby hill. 

In the smoke that rose from the ex- 
plosion they saw human beings run 
blindly here and there over the hill, 
falling and rising only to fall again as 
they iranticallv rushed about, blinded 
and powdered-burned, madly trying to 
extinguish their flaming clothes. Tnose 
who were unhurt ran to the aid of the 
unfortunate ones, smothering flaming 
clothing or cutting the garments from 
their bodies. One man was blown or 
rolled completely down the high bluff 
£00 feet nearly to the river. 

People in the neighborhood ran to the 
■oene, and the work of giving assist- 
ance to the injured began. The hill 
was dotted with blackened, groaning 
figures, some of whom lay almost per- 
fectly nude. A number of injured were 
able to walk from the scene, while cots 
were provided and gentle hands placed 
the mere seriously woonded on them 
and conveyed them to an old residence 
near by, which was improvised into a 
hospital.

Finch, Edward Miller, John Inglo, Bor- 
ton Means, Clarence Lcdfurd, V'erno.n 
Sentell.

Havana, Dec. 27. — Tho Christmas 
saturnalia was brought to a close by a 
serious not, which was qnelled bgr the 
police, who used their swcmls. 

In accordance with their custom the 
Spanish population gathered Friday 
night in the Parque Central to celebrate 
Christmas by singing sons peculiar to 
various provinces of Spain and dancing. 
Almost all were armed with knives and 
clubs, fights being frequent A large 
force of police were present, but there 
was no interference with the festivities 
until about 4 o"cl(x'k, when most of the 
crowd became frenzied from drink and 
hostile cries were raised. "Death to 
Americans," "Down with Autonomy," 
•'Down with Blanco," "Viva Weyler," 
"Viva loa Volnntarioe," were some of 
the cries. 

Then the police closed in and a squad- 
ron of mounted gendarmes drawn up 
in front of the (.ierman club charged 
with drawn sabers. A panic ensued, 
the mob, in which were iimny women, 
fleeing in every direction, but tho crowd 
was henimed in on all sides by tho 
police, mounted and afof t. who struck 
ont savagely with their swords. This 
continued until the mob was thorotiKli- 
ly cowed, many lieing wounded, and 
then the police formed a cordon around 
the square and proceeded to make pris- 
oners of the (ingleaden of the demon- 
stration. 

Two hundred pri.soners marched to 
prefectura. Among them were many 
otlicers of the volnntoers. On four of 
the olHcer were found bundles of cir- 
culars declaring Spain's lienor has been 
couipromi.scd by granting autonomy 
and « ailing on all loyal Spaniards to re- 
sist to the titmo.st. Copies of these cir- 
cular.-i were also found scattered in the 
streets tho ne.xt morning. 

No further (letai)s are at hand repard- 
Ing General Pando's operations in the 
Orient, but it i.s expected that a serious 
engagement has already occurred. 
News of the resnlt ia aniiowily awaited 
at the palace. 

Cienoral Gomez is again in the saddle 
and using ail his efforts to prevent the 
grinding of cane. Work on sugar es 
tates is practically suspended. The 
proprietors of the Caracas etitato. the 
second largest sugar plantation in the 
world, have been notified that the slight 
est attempt to grind will be the signal 
for the total destruction of this valuable 
property. Six estates in Havana prov- 
ince were burned this week. 

Insurgciitf: looted the town of Rod- 
rigo on last Monday evening, carrying 
away a lar.ic sum of money, in addition 
to clothing and food. In Santa Clara 
province trains are constantly derailed 
and traffic i*- iiractical.y stopped. 

The local papers publish a report of 
the hanging of a prominent gentleman 
in Pinar del Rio province. He went to 
a rebel c:'.u\p with proposal* Of antOB<h 
my and was exeeiiti d. 

General J'arradu, with his force, re- 
turned to Havana Friday ui(rht, after 
a fruitless attempt to surround and cap- 
ture Colonel Aranguren, who is not 
officially admitted to be alive. Tho 
rebels had all fled to Pinar del Rio pro- 
vince after the exocution of ("olonei 
Kuiz. General Parrado will take the 
field again in a few days. 

La Lucha, in an editorial, laments 
the fact that there is no enthusiasm 
among the p«'ople over autonomy. Tho

A SUSPICIOUS VESSEL

The .Smith was here in 
August last, was docked and black- 
leaded and had a speed wheel put in, 
also took off the flgnree off her smoke- 
stack and went to sea at night bound, 
rumor afterward said, to CWiftwith ¥> 
men on board and a tot of anas and am- 
munition. No trace of thia expedition 
was afterward fonnd, however, and 
William Basaell, commodore of ^ 
Pensaoola Pilots' association, prwom- 
ably the owner of tha tof , denied em- 
phatically that the Smith was in the 
tilibustenng budness.

CHICAGO COLISEUM SUftMED. 

One Person named t* Dsa l li aad Several 
Have Narrow Ks— ysa, 

Oricaoo, Dec. 27.— The Cdisenm 
building, at Sixty-third street and Stony 
Island avenue, in whit;h Hon. William 

J. Hryan wafl nominated for the presi- 
dency of the United States by the Dem- 
ocratic party, was Friday night de- 
stroyed by fire. This is the second time 
that the great itrootnre in its history of 
less than three years has been laid in 
ruins. 

The building had been rented for an 
exhibition of a manufacturers' exposi- 
tion and was filled from end to end 
with booths, all of which burned with 
their contents. Three hundred persons 
connected with the exposition were in 
tlie huge structure when tho fire began. 
In attempting to save their personal ef- 
fects numy had narrow escapes from 
death. 

N. II. .Tohnsoii was bnrned to death. 
He was a lireman empl'ived about the 
buildinir. He had evidently remained 
at Ills post until the last itKnuent. Then 
he rushed toward an exit. Within a 
few feet of the door an immense jiiece 
of glass fell from the roof, pinioniiiL' 
him to the earth, while tho tlamcs slow- 
ly smothered liim.

The marine 
hospital service abandoned the station 
last year, and the buildings were pur- 
chased by a contractor who used them 
as a large boarding camp for the em- 
ployed in building garrison quarters at 
Fort Hancock. An overheated stove is 
supposed to have caused the fire.

SrATTi.r, Wash.. Dec. 27. — John 
Lindsay of Olympia, Wash., who has 
jnst anlTed from Dawson City, says 
thera will aaroly be starvation there 
this winter. Ha esamined into the food 
situation in a thorough manner, ha 
says, and after satisfying himself that 
there would be starvation he sold his 
outfit and in company with Frank hal- 
laine of Olympia, Wash. ; Tom Story 
of Victoria, B. O., and Bob Ulynn of 
Seattle, started oot ont on foot, each 
man drawing a sled, oartylng about 140 
pounds of provisions. Lindsay saya 
that the Dawson people believe that 
there is no great amount of food at Fort 
Yukon, aa has been allef:e<l. The river 
rose suflicicntly and remained opened 
long enough to enable food supply to 
have been brought from Fort Yukon 
and Yukon had there been any there. 

The people of Dawson, believing that 
there was not ample food suppues at 
Fort Yukon, refused to go there, pre- 
ferring to remain in Dawson. Ko more 
than sue or 400 took advantage of the 
transportation company's offer to take 
the people to Fort Ynkoa fk«e of 
charge. 

When the miners at Daw.'^on fonnd 
that no more provisions would reach the 
town by tho river route, thev announced 
that a meeting would be held to take 
steps for apportioning the provisions in 
the town. Those that had plenty, they 
suid, must share with those who had 
nono. Captain Const.intiiie, of the 
Nortwest mounted police, interfered 
and told the miners that no such thing 
would be permitted. The meeting waa 

not held. 

IILindsay says the output will be great* 
ly curtailed tins winter becansp of the 
scarcity of tood and liglit. Coal oil sold 
for .^U.) a gallon and candles are as high 
as ;Si;ii> a l>o.\ of one hundred. Even if 
men are able to work their claims, they 
can not get light to do so. 

Tlu'S(! statements are borne out by all 
returning Klomlikers, iiuite a number 
of whom have reached hero the past 
week. Few of them, however, take ns 
gloomy a view of the situation as does 
Mr. Lindsay. 

Dr. K. L. J'>radley of Koseburg, Ore., 
hays that food is scarce, but he (loes not 
think there will bo actual starva- 
tion. Neither do W. P. King of Mer- 
ced, Cal. ; P. J. Holland of Pntte, Mon. ; 
Thomas Story of N'ictoria, or Robert 
Cilynn of Seattle, all of whom reached 
here last week from Dawson, the most 
of them having left there on Sow 2. 

As an instance of the scarcity of food 
in Dawson, Lindsay relates the case of 
Dr. Van.-andts, formerly of Spokane, 
Washington. Vansandts is an elderly 
man, and beme without provisions or 
money he oll'ered a golil watch for a 
sack of Hour. He could not pet it, and 
remarked to Lindsay : "bod only knows 
how I am to keep body and sool to- 
gether." 

Lindsay says the hundred or more

If 
yoo want a copy of a bill that has been 
introduced into the Houne of Commons or 
a report that has been presented to the 
House of Lords or any public matter in 
the London County Council or the Board 
of Aldermen of the city, you have to buy 
it from the official printem, and yon have 
to pay postage if it ia sent tbnragh the 
m ills. 

In our country nearly all official docu- 
ments of this kind are given away, and 
are sent free through the malls nnder a 

frank. 

The British plan seems to be the] more 
seaatbla^ It saves millions of. dollars 
every year that are wasted in the United 
States to fornish public documents to 
people who do not care anything for 
them, and who throw them into the 
waste paper basket as soon as they are 
received. The charge for official publi- 
cations is only sufticient to pay the cost 
and a small margin for wastage. Thos 
the Government printing office is self- 
rapporting and the postal service pays a 
profit of $10,000,000 or $12,000,000 an- 
nually into the Treasury. 

On the contrary, on our side of the At- 
lantic, it costs $6,000,000 or more to pay 
for printing for which no one is the wiser, 
and our postoffice department declares 
an Irish dividend of $9,000,000 or $10,- 
000,000 every year, much of which ia doe 
to the transportafion of "pub. does."

Vanckburo, Ky., December 23. — The 
aeoonl killing within two montbi rc- 
coml hero at 2 o'oloek to^y. Vet 

Cooper and some companions rame to 
town to (lay, and, after filling up on 
liquor, proceded to raise trouble among 
themaalToa and all others with whom 
tlisy ca-ne in contact. They went to the 
St. Charles bar and there were Joined by 
Tilmao Cooper, a brother of Ves, and 
who wai in a quarrelsome mood. Finally 
thebartenier beinif anable to quiet them 
called 111 Marshal Tom Kennard and told 
him to quiet them or take them oat. 

Marshal Kennard ordered them to be 
quiet or he would arrest them. Vea 
Cooper (juieted down and apolocized to 
Marshal Kennard for heinz disorderly. 
ThenTilman Cooper, who had threatened 
Marshal Kennard at another time, inter- 
posed and said to hia brother: "Don't ap- 
ologize a d -m bit ; he cah't arrest us." 

Marshal Kennard told Tilman to keep 
quiet or he would arrest him, when Til- 
man reached for his ever-ready gun. 
Manhai Kennard saw the ihoT* and 
struck him with hia mace. Tilman did 
not fall, but succeeded in drawing the 
gan. Keaiiard waa unarmed, and, see* 
in(t hia dan(;er, dropped under the gun 
and grappled with Cooper. Juat then 
BOIB0 one struck the Marshal trom be- 
hind and Tilman shot the officer. The 
Marshal grabbed the gun and it went off 
■gtia, the bullet grasing his breaat. He 
succeeded in disarming Cooper, and 
straightening up placed the pistol agamst 
Cooper'd left breaat and flred. Tilman 
Cooper fell dead, slain with his own pis- 
tol with which he had shot Marshal Ken- 
nard but a few seconds bctore. Kennard 
hande 1 the pistol to Bartender Cotting- 
ham and said: "Boys, I'm shot; some- 
body go with me to a doctor." 

The flrat shot flred by Tilman Cooper 
had entered the upper part of Marahal 
Kennard's head and came out at the base 
of tiie skull in the rear, making an ugly 
sea' p wound. It was a narrow escape for 
Marshil Kennard, as he would certainly 
have been killed had be not shot Cooper 
when he did. C )oper was shot juat over 
the heart, the bullet severing the main 
artery. Tiimaa Cooper was a brother-in- 
law of G. W. iStamper, President of the 
Vanceburg Deposit Bank, and one of the 
largest handlers of timber in Kentucky. 
Marshal Kennard bears a charmed life, it 
seems, aa he has a wound on his head M 
large aa a silver dollar, which waa in* 
fiicted by a bowlder several years ago, 
and the scalp over this wound alone cov- 
ers the brain, the skull being remove»l. 
He is not faUUy hurt this time, but is 
able to get about as uinal. Tilman 
0 joper leaves a large family.
